NDUSTRY today is getting far away from the old idea 

of casual purchase of the raw materials it uses in pro- 
ducing its various offerings. Years ago it was no| 
uncommon thing for a manufacturer to be compelled to! 
curtail his production because his expected supply of raw) 
materials did not materialize. Such a condition never! 
occurs today, except through some unpreventable inter- 
vention of nature. Complete failure of a crop, a complete! 
tie-up of a basic industry through strikes, might conceivably | 
cut down production in a certain industry. In the main, how-| 
ever, every manufacturer first assures himself of an ade-| 
quate supply of raw materials before he even begins pro-| 
duction. | 

In the automotive industry this insuring of raw/‘ 
materials supply has been carried about as far as it has in 
any branch of business under the sun. The big motor manu-| 
facturing companies protect their sources of supply not 
only from crop failure but from price fluctuations over} 
a term of years. 

Just a few day ago came a story to the effect that Henry | 
Ford had bought 1,200,000 acres of land in Brazil as the’ 
nucleus of a huge rubber plantation. The story evidently | 
Was premature, for it was later denied, but subsequent re- 
ports do claim that engineers for the Ford Company are!

All this is quite in line with modern industry’s tendency 
to try to control the sources of raw materials and thus take 
out the element of uncertainty from the basic factors of 
manufacturing. 


Slow Trucks 

A lr THE PRESENT time there is a definite tendency to 

accelerate the pace of traffic in every way consistent 
with safety. This tendency is due to a growing understand- | 
ing of the simple fact that acceleration of movement enables} 
a given roadway to accommodate a greater number of | 
vehicles. Congestion is the basic factor that has made it 
necessary to hurry up traffic, in order that a given vehicle 
shall not occupy a given space any longer than is necessary. 

There is a growing tendency on the part of states to} 
raise the maximum speed limit and some of them have even} 
taken the bold step of eliminating speed limits and making 
the law a general statute against dangerous driving. 

Another straw which shows the direction in which the} 
wind is blowing is the recent tendency of the motor truck 
makers to give their vehicles greater speed possibilities. Inj 
the lighter capacities commercial motor vehicles now are! 
capable of speeds that compare with passenger car opera-| 
tion. This means that no longer are commercial cars to be) 
allowed to “hold up the procession.”” They must keep the 
pace that the congestion of the streets makes necessary. 

This brings up the problem of dealing with slow mov- 
ing trucks. A big, sluggish truck can do much to slow up| 
the flow of traffic on an entire street. Obviously, a big, | 
heavy vehicle is needed for certain classes of transportation, | 
‘and our problem is going to be to segregate such vehicles, so} 
that they can still serve their appointed purpose, but not| 
hinder the necessary rapid flow of speedier units. This prob- | 
lem may eventually demand the construction of exclusive | 
ow ol ‘highways for the accommodation of slow-moving | 
vehicles
